We  advise 
our  store  managers  not  to  over-order  and  guide  them  in  the  selection  of  a  variety  to 
suite  the  size  of  their  store  and  locality,  and  in  keeping  close  check  on  the  sales  each 
day  they  can  re-order  from  day  to  day  such  varieties  as  sell  most  readily,  thus  keeping 
stocked  for  the  greatest  demand.  In  this  way  fresh  stock  is  on  display  all  the  time  and 
the  chances  of  a  big  surplus  at  any  time  are  small.

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SOME  REMARKABLE  FEATURES'  ABOUT  HOLLAND  FLOREX 
PERENNIALS  AND  ROCK  PLANTS 

1.  All  our  plants  are  two-year-old,  field  grown,  graded  to  the  proper  size  and  ready 
to  bloom  the  first  year. 

2.  All  plants  are  wrapped  in  a  Waterproof  Paper,  which  preserves  the  moisture  inside 
the  package  and  keeps  the  plant  alive  for  a  period  of  from  two  to  six  weeks  right 
in  the  package,  depending  on  conditions. 

3.  On  each  wrapper  and  package  is  printed  neatly  and  uniformly  the  Name  of  the 
Brand  (Florex  Perennials),  the  Name  of  the  Plant  (Botanical  as  well  as  Common 
Name),  color  and  full  planting  directions. 

4.  The  roots  of  the  plants  are  protected  by  a  specially  prepared,  decayed,  natural 
Peatmoss,  well  ground  so  that  the  fine  particles  are  well  distributed  between  the 
fine  roots  of  the  plants,  which  insures  perfect  safety  and  a  positive  growth'  of 
the  plants. 

5.  The  specially  prepared  Peatmoss  serves  in  the  meantime  as  a  mulch  and  should 
be  left  in  and  around  the  roots  when  planted,  which  insures  a  quicker  root  action 
and  better  growth  throughout  the  summer. 

6.  The  carton  in  which  these  plants  are  shipped  is  light  and  the  most  economical  in 
shipping  charges.  A  box  of  25  plants  weighs  from  8  to  10  pounds. 

7.  The  carton  can  be  opened  and  put  on  display  at  once,  without  unpacking,  checking 
or  rehandling,  which  saves  time. 

8.  On  the  front  of  each  carton  is  a  sticker  giving  the  Name  of  the  Variety  contained, 
so  that  varieties  wanted  can  be  easily  and  quickly  located. 

9.  This  method  is  of  special  value  where  large  quantities  are  carried.  The  entire 
supply  can  be  put  in  storage  in  the  cartons,  with  the  covers  otf,  and  new  cartons 
taken  up  for  sale  as  they  are  needed. 

10.  There  will  be  no  breakage  or  spoiling  of  plants  by  unnecessary  handling. 

11.  Each  carton  contains  a  number  of  air  holes  for  proper  ventilation,  which  insures 
safer  transportation  and  prevents  losses. 

12.  Each  carton  contains  a  Picture  of  the  Variety  contained,  pasted  on  strong  card¬ 
board  and  all  ready  to  set  up  on  the  end  of  the  box  for  display  in  the  Store. 

13.  Because  of  the  uniform  method  and  reliable  quality  of  Florex  Perennials,  they 
receive  increased  favor  from  year  to  year,  because  the  public  obtains  the  ex¬ 
pected  results. 

14.  We  furnish  a  list  of  approximately  200  Varieties,  some  the  Rare  Kinds,  as  well 
as  the  most  Popular  Perennials  and  Rock  Plants.

Perennials  and  Rock  Plants  have  been  displayed  in  various  ways,  but  the  above 
is  the  most  economical  and  most  efficient.  Twenty-seven  varieties  are  displayed  in 
the  smallest  possible  space  and  every  one  can  be  reached  conveniently.  The  rack 
measures  3  feet  4  inches  by  9  feet  10  inches.  It  can  either  be  set  against  the  wall  or 
two  racks  may  be  set  back  to  back.  Thus  54  varieties  can  be  displayed  in  a  space  of 
6  feet  8  inches  by  9  feet  10  inches,  and  the  public  can  walk  around  it  to  make  their 
selections.  The  racks  can  be  made  of  wood  or  metal.  WE  WILL  FURNISH  A  BLUE 
PRINT  OF  THIS  RACK  FREE  OF  CHARGE. 

For  the  medium  and  large  stores,  where  plenty  of  space  can  be  had,  we  recom¬ 
mend  the  above  system  in  preference  to  our  “Economy  Display,”  as  it  is  by  far  the 
most  showy  and  tends  toward  a  larger  volume  of  business.

IMPORTANT  INSTRUCTIONS 

HOW  TO  ORDER  AND  WHEN — Considering  the  complications  of  our  service  and 
the  large  amount  of  material  involved,  it  is  important  that  you  place  your  orders  at 
once.  You  do  not  need  to  contract  for  a  whole  season’s  supply,  just  so  we  have  your 
initial  order  for  each  item  and  know  that  you  are  going  tof  handle  Holland  Florex 
Products.  We  can  take  on  only  a  certain  number  of  stores  and  when  we  have  enough 
and  especially  in  your  locality,  we -will  have  to  refuse  further  season’s  contracts.  Our 
service  has  been  a  success,  so  we  can  be  sure  of  plenty  of  interest,  and  there  is  a  good 
chance  that  we  will  have  to  refuse  new  customers  later  in  the  season.  If  you  are  not 
acquainted  with  the  varieties  we  shall  be  glad  to  help  you. 

HOW  TO  DISPLAY — In  putting  the  material  on  display  always  be  sure  to  start  from 
the  lowest  number  and  follow  up  with  the  next,  which  is  the  only  safe  way  in  getting 
the  different  classes  together.  This  is  very  important.  It  brings  all  your  Rock  Plants 
together,  your  Hollyhocks,  Phlox,  etc.,  which  is  the  only  way  to  afford  the  public 
opportunity  to  make  a  proper  selection. 

WHO  TAKES  CHARGE — It  is  best  to  select  one  of  your  best  clerks  and  put  him  in 
charge  of  the  Plant  Department.  Select  one  who  likes  flowers  and  if  possible  who 
knows  something  about  them.  He  will  answer  questions  more  interestingly  and  in¬ 
telligently  and  take  better  care  of  the  material,  which  is  also  essential.  Try,  if  pos¬ 
sible,  to  use  the  same  clerk  from  year  to  year. 

CHECK  UP — Have  him  check  up  every  night  which  varieties  sold  best  and  re-order 
on  those  varieties  of  which  he  is  running  short.  It  does  not  pay  to  have  empty  cartons 
standing  on  your  counter  and  announce  that  you  are  “all  out.”  Buyers  usually  go 
where  they  can  obtain  the  best  selection. 

CARE  OF  STOCK — Especially  Perennials  and  Rock  Plants  should  be  looked  over 
every  day.  Every  precaution  has  been  taken  against  possible  rot  or  decay,  but  inspec¬ 
tion  pays.  Have  the  dead  leaves  picked  off  and  feel  in  the  package  whether  there  is 
any  moisture  there.  The  plants  as  a  rule  do  not  require  any  sprinkling,  but  it  is 
well  to  wet  such  as  have  dried  out.  Do  not  sprinkle  because  of  habit,  for  sprinkling 
too  much  is  more  dangerous  than  letting  the  plant  dry  up. 

SUPPLY  IN  STORE — Keep  a  moderate  supply  of  plants  in  the  store  but  never  more 
than  one  carton  of  25  plants  of  each  variety.  Keep  any)  additional  supply  in  the 
coolest  place  you  can  find,  being  sure  to  keep  the  plants  dry  and  the  covers  off  the 
boxes  to  afford  plenty  of  ventilation. 

When 
ordering  by  mail,  please  order  by  number.  For  prompt  delivery  use  special  delivery 
service.  For  rush  orders  by  wire  we  have  established  a  code,  which  you  will  please 
use  in  ordering  by  telegram.  In  sending  off  your  order  early  in  the  morning  use 
Day  Letter  Service.  The  average  for  Day  Letter  Service  is  30  minutes.  In  send¬ 
ing  your  order  at  night  use  Night  Letter  Service,  which  will  reach  us  early  the  fol¬ 
lowing  morning. 

TIME  OF  ORDERING — If  immediate  service  is  desired,  the  re-ordering  should  be 
done  early  in  the  morning  and  we  will  get  it  out  the  same  day.  Saturday  and  Mon¬ 
day  are  our  busy  days,  so  it  is  well  to  place  your  order  early  for  those  days. 

BEST  WAY  TO  SHIP — The  best  way  to  ship  is  by  Railway  Express.  It  reaches  you 
surer  and  quicker  than  any  other  way.

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HOW  TO  ANSWER  QUESTIONS 

PERENNIALS  AND  ROCK  PLANTS — All  Perennials  and  Rock  Plants  will  flower 
the  first  season.  Iris  will  sometimes,  but  usually  the  second  year.  Perennials  and 
Rock  Plants  planted  in  the  fall  should  be  given  a  little  covering  of  leaves  or  straw 
the  first  winter  to  protect  them  from  heaving  out  of  the  ground. 

The  height  and  time  of  flowering  is  given  after  each  variety,  either  in  inches 
(in.),  or  in  feet  (ft,),  and  May-June  or  August.  Plantings  should  be  made  according 
to  the  height,  the  lowest  growing  plants  in  front;  the  higher  in  the  back. 

The  distance  to  plant  Perennials  is  from  12  to  18  inches  apart,  according  to 
the  size  of  the  plants  when  matured.  Twelve  inches  is  a  safe  and  general  rule.  Rock 
Plants  are  planted  in  the  rock  garden  in  pockets,  which  is  the  space  between  the 
stones,  usually  from  one  to  three  plants  in  each  pocket,  depending  upon  the  size.  A 
rule  of  12  inches  of  space  is  also  a  safe  rule  to  follow. 

Some  vai’ieties  listed  are  Biennials,  such  as  Campanula  (Canterbury  Bells), 
Carnation,  Digitalis  and  Sweet  William.  Such  varieties  should  be  left  to  resow  them¬ 
selves,  in  which  way  the  supply  of  new  plants  is  kept  up  indefinitely.  Biennials  only 
live  for  one  or  two  years,  but  sometimes  longer. 

All  Phlox  from  No.  162  to  171  are  tall  growing  varieties.  For  dwarf  varieties 
see  Rock  Plants. 

Varieties  which  will  grow  in  the  shade  are:  Nos.  14,  19,  25,  26,  27,  29,  30,  31 
32,  33,  34,  35,  36,  37,  37a,  44,  46,  47,  48,  49,  50,  51,  52,  55a,  57,  58,  59,  60,  61,  62,  107, 
108,  109,  110,  111,  112,  114,  119,  120,  138,  139,  140,  141,  142,  143,  144,  144a,  145,  153, 
159,  160.  161,  174.  For  most  plants,  however,  a  southern  exposure  us  better. 

For  fertilizers,  most  any  kind  of  commercial  fertilizer  will  do,  but  preferably 
those  which  have  a  low  analysis.  Care  should  be  taken  that  the  fertilizer  is  not  spread 
too  close  to  the  roots  to  prevent  burning.  Most  soils  are  devoid  of  sufficient  lime. 
Therefore,  a  reasonable  application  of  lime  will  do  wonders.  Do  not  advise  lime  for 
Lupinus. 

GLADIOLUS  BULBS — Gladiolus  Bulbs  should  be  planted  in  the  Spring  only,  dug  up 
in  the  Fall,  dried  and  cleaned  and  stored  away  in  a  dry  frost-proof  place  until  the 
following  spring.  Plant  four  to  five  inches  deep.  The  best  effect  is  obtained  by  plant¬ 
ing  them  close  together,  say  about  four  inches  apart.  They  can  be  planted  from 
April  1  until  July  1.  and  if  planted  at  intervals  of  two  weeks  flowers  can  be  had  all 
summer  long.  For  fertilizer  use  bonemeal.’ 

PEONIES — Peonies  are  most  successfully  planted  in  the  fall,  but  if  planted  early, 
spring  planting  is  just  as  satisfactory.  Peonies  like  a  heavy  soil,  so  it  is  advisable 
to  add  some  clay  or  good  black  loam  to  the  soil  if  too  sandy.  Plant  Peony  roots  with 
the  growing  eyes  (sprouts)  up,  about  two  inches  under  the  surface  of  the  soil,  and 
water  frequently.  They  should  be  planted  about  three  feet  apart.  To  obtain  flowers, 
in  a  Peony  bed  during  the  summer,  advise  the  planting  of  Phlox  in  between,  which 
shows  up  very  effectively  above  the  foliage  of  the  Peonies.  Peonies  as  a  rule  will 
not  flower  until  the  second  year  after  planting. 

DAHLIAS — Dahlias  like  a  deep  black  loam  soil,  well  drained.  They  should  be  planted 
in  the  spring,  which  can  be  done  from  April  1  to  July  1  and  dug  up  in  the  fall,  dried 
and  stored  away  in  a  dry,  frost-proof  place,  the  same  as  Gladiolus  bulbs.  A  sprinkling 
of  sulphur  powder  over  the  roots  while  in  storage  will  prevent  mildew  and  mould. 
Plant  Dahlias  about  four  or  five  inches  deep  and  about  three  feet  apart  each  way. 
As  a  rule,  late  planting  is  preferred,  say  about  June  1,  which  will  cause  the  plants 
to  bloom  when  the  hottest  part  of  the  summer  is  over  and  the  blooms  will  be  better. 

For  fertilizer  use  bonemeal.
